An examination of these files reflected a telegram 
from J. Baskin, General Secretary, V/orkmen's Circle, 175 E««t 
Broadway, New York City, to the Secretary of Etate dated 
Uecefflber 19. 19^1, quoting a cablegram sent to the Soviet 
Government through Maxim Lltvlnov regarding the Alter-Ehrllch 
case. Thi£ letter (£10) stated that Alter and Ehrllch dvirlng 
their prior visits to the United Etates were active in behalf 
of the Workmen's Circle* The above-mentioned cablegram stated 
that the organization was elated several months before to learn 
that Alter end Ehrllch were among the numb^gr of arrested 
Socialists from Poland, who were llberaj^ed In RusEla. Then the 
organization Just learned from the American press that Alter 
and Ehrllch were again arrested. The Workmen's Circle appealed 
through Lltvlnov to the Soviet Government to set them free, 
recognizing the valiant fight JKussia was conducting against 
Hitler. ^yifcX

I'm sorry to say, the 
Russians have had very little to oo with the tremendous advance 
made.* Weinberg then discussed some of the experiences of 
Albert Einstein in Germany.^
